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SAN JACINTO HEARING 


The cause of wilderness conservetion 
received a-gratifying boost at the San 
Jacinto hearing in Riverside on April 
20-21, when conservationists from all 
over the country appesred to speak 
against the ¢eranting of a right-of-way 
across USFS land to permit the build- 
ing of a tramvray up Liount San Jacinto 
into the San Jacinto State Park, 

Among the 50-odd who spoke for the 
retention of the primitive status of 
the mountain-top area were representae 
tives of The Wilderness Society, the 
National Audubon Society, the National 
Parks Association, the American Plan- 
ning and Civic Association, the Izaak 
Valton League of America,’ the National 
Conference on State Parks, and the 
Wildlife Management Institute, as well 
as the Federation of Western Outdoor 
Clubs. and the Sierra Club, There were 
some three dozen speakers“in favor of 
granting the right-of-way, nearly all 
of whom were connected with Palm Springs 
business or with Chambers of Commerce, 

The hearing: lasted all through’ Thurs- 
day and much of Thursday evening, and 
was completed on Friday morning. There 
were 89 speakers who had applied in ad- 
vance of the hearing and some half- 
dozen individuals who had their say af- 
ter all others had been heard. It was 
interesting to see how many of those 
defending the primitive area evidenced 
a sincerely altruistic interest in the 
preservation of a scenic resource for 
the benefit of others than themselves, 
One of the speakers was an 82-year-old

The tremendous amount of evidence 
amassed at the hearing, as well as many 
hundreds of communications received by 
the Regional Forester, must be carefully 
read and analyzed before any decision can 
be reached on the recommendation to be 
made from San Francisco to Washington, 
and the Chief Forester must thereafter 
make his recommendation to the Secretary 
of the Interior, It will be a long time 
before any decisions can be announced, 
After the recommendation has been made by 
the USFS, Sierrans and other conservation- 
ists may be called upon to make their 
views known to the Secretary of the In- 
terior. All who love the wild places 
will do well to be formulating additional 
arguments for the protection of the Mount 
San Jacinto area, 

Sierra Club members responded so grati- 
fyingly to the request that they write 
the Regional Forester that the club of- 
fice has received carbon copies of sev-~ 
eral hundred excellent letters, There 
must have been many more, These individ~ 
ual expressions of views on wilderness 
preservation are important, and Yodeler 
offers hearty congratulations to the 
public-spirited writers,
